ROOT PRUNING EFFECTS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
Provided the check by judicious root-pruning 
of non-bearing or shy bearing fruit trees, 
in the way of Apples, Pears and Plums, 
is carried out so soon as may be in 
autumn, results are the conversion of 
wood buds into fruit buds by the follow- 
ing spring. It is an old story now, but 
lessons not properly learned cannot be 
too often repeated. Some thirty years 
ago much attention was given to the 
matter, and but little notice of it before : 
even then the old-time gardener would 
have none of the new theory until practi- 
cal demonstration removed his scepticism, 
and that was given by the Rev. Chas. 
Ellison, of Bracebridge, near Lincoln, 
who. as a fruit enthusiast, we are in- 
debted for that fine dessert Apple, 
Ellison’s Orange Pippin. Having planted 
a long row of Cox's Orange Pippin, their 
one object in life seemed to be wood 
production sans fruit. The third or 
fourth year after planting he lifted each 
alternate tree so soon as leaves com- 
menced to fall in autumn. replanting 
them forthwith, the check given by the 
mere action of ‘ifting pina in the 
lifted trees giving a grand crop of fruit 
the following season, clearly showing that 
the wood buds had been converted into 
fruit buds, while the unlifted and un- 
checked trees remained as they were, 
practically fruitless.

Another Cup Challenge.

BELFAST, Monday. 


HE Northern parliamentary session 
which will be opened in Belfast 
to-morrow, is not likely to be a very 
exciting one, unless some member, wish- 
ing to make things lively, draws atten- 
tion to the increasingly difficult problem 
of unemployment. — This subject is not 
popular in official circles; yet it is the one 
that most gravely concerns Northern 
Ireland at the present time. On several 
occasions the suggestion has been made 
that a committee, consisting of business 
men. bankers and economists, should be 
appointed by the Government to study the 
industrial situation with a view to finding 
way of improving it, but nothing 
has been done. The politicians seem con- 
tent to place all their faith in a future 
British Conservative Government. which, 
through safeguarding and tariffs, will 
introduce a new golden age for industry. 
Public bodies throughout the province 
were looking with interest to the introduc- 
tion of the Town-Planning Bill and the 
Flectricity Bill, about both of which so 
much has been heard; but the Govern- 
ment has postponed consideration of these 
measures, and they will not come before 
the House of Commons until the spring of 
next year, or, perhaps, even later. The 
i measures to be discussed this 
session are those which deal with the 
regulation of meat exports to Great 
Britain, the Free State ‘and the Isle of 
Man. and the marketing of fruit, both of 
which are intended to raise the standard 
of Northern Ireland products. Although 
keen opposition to the bill dealing with 
fruit is expected, there is nothing to be 
said that can prevent its passing into law.

The people of Belfast and the Province 
of Ulster vesterday were grieved and 
shocked to learn of the disaster to the 
vreat British airship R101. They have 
pleasant recollections of Sir Sefton 
Brancker, who paid two official visits to 
the Northern capital. So long ago as in 
1923 he took a keen interest in the 
proposal to establish an air mail service 
between England and Northern Ireland, 
and at that time he made an experimental 
flight from Plymouth to Belfast, being 
accompanied by Sir William Turner, then 
Lord Mavor of Belfast. Sir Sefton then 
expressed his appreciation of the interest 
shown by commercial circles in Ulster in 
the proposals, and said that sooner or 
later all difficulties in the way of a 
recular service would be. overcome. He 
also visited Belfast two years ago 1m con- 
nection with the project to establish an 
aerodrome in the city, but his vision of a 
velfast airport has not yet been realised. 


TO ENCOURACE MUSIC. 


A new musical movement has been 
organised in the Six Counties, which, 1t 1s 
hoped, may ultimately lead to the founda- 
tion of an Ulster Academy of Music. Quite 
recently the Ulster Music Students’ Union 
was formed, its aims being to give pupils 
who have reached a certain standard of 
efficiency an opportunity of performing In 
public at weekly concerts promoted by the 
Society of the Professional Musicians in 
Ulster: to give them an opportunity of 
hearing good music regularly ; and to bring 
musical students together socially, so that 
the corporate spirit in the art may be 
cultivated . 

The Union has the support of Lord 
Charlemont, the Northern Minister of 
Education, who has written to say that, 
although the work of the organisation 
seems to be chiefly indirect, so far as 
elementary and secondary schools are con- 
cerned, anything that develops the associa- 
tion of people with music is to be desired. 

As mentioned above, the new Union is 


associated with the Society of Professional] 
Musicians in Ulster, and its membership 
is confined to the pupils of members of 
that body. To a certain extent, therefore, 
its usefulness is restricted, as many cleyer 
and ambitious students are taught by 
people who do not belong to the paren; 
organisation. At present there are 253 
pupils on the roll, of whom 121 are pe, 
forming members, and 1352 are associates. 
The formal ceremony of opening tha 
Union’s concert season will be performed 
by Lord Charlemont on the 16th inst.

bakers have reduced the price of first 
quality bread—wrapped in waxed paper 
to 8d. per 4lb. loaf and 4d. per 21b. loa!

price of bread in Edinburgh at present is 
74d. per 4lb. loaf, the reason given being 
that it will prevent “ poaching’’ from 
Glasgow.

FACULTY FOR THEIR

A petition, signed by several hundred 
parishioners, calling upon the Vicar of Pel- 
ton, near Chester-le-Street, to show cause why 
a faculty should not be granted for the 
removal from his church of certain ornaments, 
including a tabernacle, a censer, processional 
and candlesticks, was heard at a 
Consistory Court held in Durham Cathedral 
last night by Sir Philip Baker-Wilbraham, 
Chancellor of the diocese of Durham.

Dr. Charlesworth, for the petitioners, said 
that the viear was inducted to the living in 
July of last vear, and as a result of his 
practices the - congregation had greatly 
dwindled, 1] not want anything un- 
seemly to happen in the church, said the 
Chancellor, in asking the vicar if he was 
prepared peaceably to remove the ornaments, 
pending an application for a faculty,

The Vicar said that he was prepared to 
agrée to that course, provided he could have 
a faculty at a later time, granting the use of 
the ornaments. 4 

The Chancellor said that he could give no 
such undertaking. It was his obvious dutv 
to order the removal of the articles. c

spiritual duties as a parish priest, 

‘The Chancellor replied that the majority of 
parish priests did not find it necessary to 
have them. ‘‘ I do not want to interfere with 
your duties,” he added, ‘‘ but I cannot see 
that reservation is one of them.”

senger chassis. £135 (£140). Reductions in 
commercial vehicles range from £9 to £18. 

Aunouncing the mew prices, Mr. Ford said: 
‘You are not getting the best of the Ford 
car here in England because of the horse 
power tax. We have arranged that the small- 
engine Ford car shall in futwre be priced 
higher than the standard vehicle. 


BRITISH LABOUR. 


“It is not anticipated,’ he added, “ that 
these prices will be altered for twelve months, 
unless there is some remarkable change in 
costs or taxation.

STATEMENT BY MR. 
EVAN WILLIAMS.

The Mining Association 's attitude towards 
the National Industrial Board which is to be 
set up under Part IV. of the Coal Mines 
Act. was defined by Mr. Evan Willams, 
President of the Mining Association of Great 
Britain, to a Press Association reporter 
yesterday. 

“I cannot 


understand how anyone— 
particularty the Government—could have 
expected any reply from the Miming Asseeia- 
tion of Great Britain othér than that which 
was sent to Mr. Shinwell last week,” said 
Mr. Williams. ‘‘ Memories are proverbiaily 
short, but 1 should not have thought it could 
have been forgotten so soon that the one 
point on whieh the coal-owners of the country 
unanimously took the most determined stand 
in 1926 was that there should be thenceforth 
no treatment of wages questions. even on 
the broadest lines, except by each district for 
itself 

‘When the present Government entered 
into discussions last year with the coal- 
owners’ representatives in preparation for the 
propored miving legislation, this position 
wus recognised by the Prime Minister and 
other members of the Cabinet. No attempt 


their attitude, and there was no suggestion of 
any kind that the Coal Mines Bill should 
contain any reference to the wages’ question 
or to machinery for dealing with disputes 
until after the Government’s tmvitation to a 
meeting with the Mmers Federation had 
heen declined on November 6th. 
STRONG PROTEST. 

Following this, we were told that the 
Covernment had decided to introduce into 
the bill provisions for setting up a National 
Industrial Board. While the other parts ol 
the bill had been discussed constructively io 
detail between us and the Cabinet Committee, 
on this part we were simply informed of the 
decision. We entered the very strongest pro- 


tests against this treatment and implored the 
Government not to introduce into the bill 
something which was bound to have un- 
fortunate consequences and which we could 
not possibly accept. rds 

“ We pointed out that while the old Nationa! 
Roard had dealt, as far as the districts were 
concerned, only with the main principles 
which should be applied in the district agree 
ments, without any other interference whatso 
ever. with their terms and conditions of em- 
ployment, the new proposal would make every 
detail of anv district agreement subject to 
the review of a body composed, as to the 
majority of representatives, of cwners and 
workmen of other and competing districts; 
that the existence of such a board would be 
destructive to the success of the Conciliation 
Beards in the districts in arriving at settle- 
ments. and that, instead of bringing peace 
and harmony into the relations befween em 
ployers and employes in the industry, it would 
prevent them from getting close together in 
their own negotiations. Indeed, the spokes- 
men on both sides inevitably become advo- 
cates. arid not negotiators, in these circum 
stances. 

THE MAIN PURPOSE. 

“We urged that the «existing Industrial 
Courts Act furnished all that was necessary, 
and that a court of inquiry set up under this 
Act was a body to which we vould not refuse 
to go in case of need. (ur attitude remains 
the same to-day, and such experience as we 
have had in the meantime only confirms our 
resolution. 

‘Tt kas been obvious throughout that the 
main—if not the only—purpose sought to be 
served is fo enable the Miners’ 
of Great Britain to function as the wage 
negotiat'nz body for the whole country. There 
are some questions which affect the coal- 
owners of the country universally and uni 
formiv. as. for instance, the Miners’ Wel 
fare Fund. The present Act, which expires 
this year, gave statutory effect to an agree 
ment between the Mintng Association of Great 
Britain and the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain. 

ot a hopeful that 
the two bodies may be arrived at in regard 
to the future of this subject, but. in regard 
te wages and conditions of work experience 
leaves us no alternative but to insist that the 
districts must manage their own affairs, with- 
out interference or dictation from outside. 

“I should like to sav. further, that our 
altitude towards the National Industral 
Board has no bearing upon the working of 
Part J. of the Act. The coal-owners are 
determined whole-heartedly to do all that the 
Act permits to improve the commercial posi 
tion of the industry.”’ 


MR. GRAHAM’S APPEAL TO 
OWNERS. 
Graham, President of the Board 
speaking to the Coal Trade 
famcheon Club in London yesterday, said 
that central and district schemes of re- 
organisation of the coal industry would be 
available very soon. They had been launched 
11 the whole twenty-one districts, and he 
anpealed to all seetions of the industry, now 
that the Act was in force, to make the best 
of it, and to see that it was applied in a 
broad and generous spirit. He hoped shortly 
to announce the names of five Commissioners 
who would, he trusted. command confidence. 
and who would face the problems oí

\iew—the interests of the public and of the 
industrv.

INCREASE SUGGESTED.

The evidence submitted to the Select Com- 
mittee on the remuneration of Ministers was 
issued as a White Paper yesterday. It 
showed that Mr. Baldwin had suggested— 
and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald had supported 
the proposal—that the leader of the Opposi- 
tion should be paid a salary. The Com- 
mittee did not discuss the proposal, their 
principal recommendation being that the 
salary of the Prime Minister should be in- 
creased from £5,000 to £7,000. 

“I regard it as of the very first im- 
portance,’ said Mr. Baldwin, ‘‘ that a man 
who has been Prime Minister should be inde- 
pendent afterwards. If a man has no private 
means, or very little private means, it is 
very hard on him, and demands what | am 
glad to think we have always had in this 
country—a very high standard of integrity, 
to resist many temptations that we all know 
may come in the way of a man of no 
means. "’ 

Mr. Macdonald said :—‘‘I think more and 
more # Prime Minister who has, perhaps, got 
tired of party and squabbling, and rather gets 
a little bit away from it, and yet remains 
active in the service of the State, could be 
treated very much like a Lord Chancellor. 
You get full value out of vour Lord Chan- 
cellor’s pension if he does his duty.” 

PREMIER'S SALARY. 

On the question of the Prime Minister's 
salary, Mr. Baldwin said that Downing street 
was a great expense. With regard to enter- 
tainment expenses, he agreed that if one 
had super-generous desires he could find an 
outlet for much more than three thousand 
pounds a year, 

Mr. Llovd George thought it ‘‘preposterous”’ 
that a Lord Charcellor should get £10,000 a 
year while a Prime Minister onlv got £5,000; 
it was “outrageous’’ that the Attorney- 
(reneral and  Solicitor-General should get. 
between them about £40,000 a year. He 
suggested that they should he paid a fixed 
salary, as in Scotiand. He thought that the 
cost of private hospitality to a Prime 
Minister would be £1,000 a year, but his wife 
could have told them much better than he 
could. ‘‘ How she managed to do it I do not 
know, he added. 

Mr. Macdonald said that he was opposed 
to the peoling of ministerial salaries, á 
think At is very unfair.’’ he said, “even i 
you exclude certain Ministers."’ He also said: 
‘Any Prime Minister in this country without 
a private income would be on the poor law 
in two years after he left office unless he was 
extremely careful and unless he was sup- 
ported by friend:

THE ELECTRICITY BILL

£25,000 WATER SCHEME. 

Douaghadee, the County Down watering 
place, which is at present administered by 
a Commissioner, is to embark upon a £25,000 
water scheme. The matter was mentioned 
at vesterday’s meeting of the Urban Council, 
when Major Brush, the Commissioner, said 
that he had carefully considered the question 
of taking a supply from Belfast, but he 
decided that that would be too expensive, 
as the approximate estimated cost would he 
about £40,000. He then decided to call in 
a consulting engineer, and obtained the ser 
vices of Mr. W. J. E. Binnie, late of the 
firm of Messrs. A. Binnie, Son, and Deacon, 
of London. He had now received Mr. 
Binnie’s report, which was entirely in agree-

site for a water supply for Donaghadee, and. 
acting on his advice, he proposed to proceed 
with the Portavoe scheme. the cost being 
approximately £25,000. That amount would 
be considerably reduced by a labour grant, 
as if was his intention to approach the 
Minister of Labour for the purpose of 
getting the work done as an unemployment 
relief scheme.

SIR SAMUEL HOARE'’S TRIBUTE 


Sir Samuel Hoare, who was Air Minister 
in the last British Government, in a letter 
to The Times, says :'— 

The disaster that has destroyed R 101 
is so overwhelming in the suffering that 
it has imposed upon many families and 
the injury that it has inflicted upon 
neronautical science that any comment on 
its immediate cause or its ultimate result 
is at the moment inappropriate. To-day 1] 
am thinking not of the future of air- 
ships, still less of the money and effort 
that have been spent upon a difficult ex- 
periment. I am remembering rather the 
band of brothers, who for eight years were 
engaged upon a great adventure, and who 
have died together at the very moment 
when the success of their enterprise 
seemed assured. 

Of the lives of Lord Thomson and Sir 
Sefton Brancker your columns will recount 
the details.

Conference met this morning with the 
echoes of vesterday’s terrible accident ring- 
ing in their ears. 

four years ago one of the first duties 
of the Conference was to pass a resolution 
of sympathy with the relatives of the 
eighty-five men who lost their lives in the 
sinking of H.M.S. Valerian off the 
Bermudas, and a peculiar poignancy was 
attached to the mournful task which fell 
to its lot to-day. 

Lord Thomson was one of the British 
Prime Minister’s most intimate personal! 
friends. As Mr. Macdonald said in a 
voice broken by emotion, he had passed 
in and out of No. 10 Downing street as 
a member of the family. His door always 
was open, his table always spread, and 
there. alwavs was a warm welcome at his 
fireside for his political chief, who also 
was his dearest companion. 

Mr. Bennett and Mr. Scullin spoke in 
moving terms of the loss which had been 
sustained by the Empire, and the members 
of the Conference stood in silence for 
more than a minute as a mark of reverence 
for the gallant men who met their deaths 
in such tragic circumstances. 

The Empire's work must go on, and 
the heads of delegations spent a busy day 
in the absence of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
who drove by road to Llandudno for the 
Labour Conference.

UNSATISFACTORY SITUATION. 

Clearly the existing situation hardly 
could be more unsatisfactory. One

NAVY TO ASSIST TROOPS. 

As a new measure of precaution aid for 
maintaining order, the Brazilian Federal 
Government sent a force of the Navy to 
the State of Rio Grande do Sul and a con- 
tingent to reinforce the Federal Army 
regiment in Minas Geraes. 

In Parahyba, Piauhy and Pernambuco 
there were some disturbances of minor 
importance, but there is no repercussion 
at all in the Federal capital, which is 
absolutely quiet, nor in any other of the 
twenty-one States of the country. 

The force of the Army and Navy, also 
the Auxiliary Force of the police and the 
Civil Guard are entirely loyal to the 
Federal Government.

QUESTION OF TIMÉ-LIMIT, 

An early ‘‘breeze’’ brought the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party to the fore. Mr. R. T. 
Wallhead. M.P., Chairman of the Standing 
Orders Committee, pointed out that on the 
subject of ‘unemployment the agenda or) Zin: 
ally contained forty-five resolutions and 
twenty-five amendments. These had had to 
be co-ordinated. On the subjects of unem- 
ployment and family allowances the Com- 
mittee suggested tlie suspension of the ordt- 
nary time limits on speeches and the sub- 
stitution of a general limit of fifteen minutes. 

In reply to inquiries, however, it was 
stated that the time limit would not apply to 
Ministerial speeches. 

Mr. John Paton, Secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party. moved the reference 
back of the Standing (Orders Committee's re- 
port. The whole method of procedure of the 
Conference, he said. had been changed in the 
last three years. The combination of Minis- 
terial statements with the ordinary Conference 
proceedings was likely to continue and to 
eause great confusion. The Independent 
Lahour Party was In way opposed to 
Ministers coming to the Conference. They 
welcomed them; but they not only wanted 
to have Ministers mahing statements: they 
wante! the Conference in a more effective 
way to he able to register its opinions with 
the policies pursued by the

Mr. Hackett (Hornsev) during a discussion 
on the Leacue of Youth created some dissent 
by stating that they cov!d not hope to give a 
knock-out blow to colliery ‘preprietors and 
great, landowners if they continvally “in high 
places’ accepted their hospitality. 

ATTACK ON MINISTERS. 

Cheers punctuated a speech by the Rev. 
Richard Lee (Coventry). supporting the dis- 
affiliation ofcertain organisations owing to their 
(Communist association. He said he hoped that 
the delevates would have the courage also to 
ban so-called leaders whose influence on the 
movement was likely to be as disruptive as 
anything done bv the Communists. “These 
men.” he said, “‘ are going to Chambers of 
Commerce, to banauets, and to Rotary Clubs, 
reaching anti-Socialism, and telling those we 
town heen fighting all our lives that Capital 
and Labour will walk hand in hand. The 
money bags are kept quiet by members of the 
Labour Cabinet.”” (Lond cheers.) “I hope 
the time will come when we will see that 
some of these people go to the place where 
they belong—a place where there are no ice 
bergs.” (Laughter and cheers.) 

Mr. G. Lansbury said that they were not 
considering the dis-affiliation of Cabinet 
Ministers. or other people, who associated 
with capitalists, and made kind speeches. 
The Teachers’ Labour League was dis 
affiliated in 1927 for great disloyalty to the 
arty. and he could not conceive that ‘he 
Executive would re-admit them. “ You 
cannot belong to a party unless you are 
willing to accept the decisions of the party.” 
he said, “No one who believes in 
Parliamentarism believes in violent, bloody 
revolution. The League against Imperialism 
encourages subject-races to engage in revoln- 
tion.” 

The reference back was defeated, 

TRADE DISPUTES AOT. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin, Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, moved a resolution urging 
the Government to introduce legislation at 
an early date to revoke those sections of the 
Trade disputes Act, ‘‘ which are so objection 
able to trade unionists and inimical to the 
free exercise of the legitimate purposes of 
trade unionism.”’ He said that the repeal 
of this act was one of the main planks in 
the platform of the party. at the last election, 
and he added : ‘‘ What we want, without any 
equivocation at all, is the complete restora 
tion of the pre-1927 position. and such 
legislation as will secure it. Nothing less 
will satisfy the trade unionists of this 
country. I trust there will be no fear 
on the part of the Parliamentary Party. 
Tt may be that the Liberals will manceuvre, 
but if our party is not safe neither are they. 
If there is fear that some might lose their 
seats on our side, there is greater fear in 
the Liberal Party that they will lose them 
for all time.” 

Mr. Arthur Hayday, M.P.. declared that 
unless the Government took the earliest 
opportunity to restore to trade unions their 
pre-1927 position harm would result to the 
labour Party at the polls. and Tories and 
Liberals would be strengthened to impose 
other reactionary industrial measures, if they 
ever resumed power. He appealed for a 
pronouncement from the platform—that the 
(Covernment would treat the matter as one 
of grave urgency. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

“ Nothing said by the platform?” inquired 
a voice. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson was quickly on his 
feet with a denial that the platform was 
‘shirking this  business.”’ The Prime 
Minister, he said, had already stated the 
position. “This bill will be in the King’s 
Speech, and will be one of the verv earliest 
hills proceeded with. I expect it will get its 
second reading, and be partly on its way by 
Christmas. Sara 


FAMILY ALLOWANCES. 

Miss Dorothy Jewson (1.L.P.) moved the 
reference back of a section of the report 
dealing with family allowances, which pro- 
posed further examination of the problem by 
the Joint Committee. She supported the 
report in favour of cash payments to mothers. 

Mr. Rhys Davies, M.P. seconded the 
reference back, but denounced the family 
allowances proposal as “based on the 
assamption that the average working-class 
father is devoid of feeling for his wife and 
children.” (Shouts of “No. ') “ Instead of 
the worker getting his wages at the factorv 
ofhce,” said Mr. Davies, “ his wife would 
draw the wages for him at the Post Office.”’ 

* Why not?” demanded Miss Ellen Wilkin- 
son. M.P. 

The support of the Miners’ Federation for 
the family allowances scheme was expressed 
by Mr. G. Griffiths. 

Mr. Havday supported the reference back, 
heing desirous, he said, that the Conference 
should reach a decision. He would rather 
see existing social services made adequate 
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Committee. It is fairly safe to say that 
this tribune, if ever it comes into being, 
will replace the Judicial Committee in 
respect of inter-Dominion disputes, or 
even disputes between Federal States 
within a Dominion, but what will happen 
tó ordinary appeals by individual! litigants 
remains to be seen. 

Some of the Dominion statesmen are ex- 


‘ceedingly jealous of the individual subject's 


inherent right to petition the King in 
Council—it is an important part of the 
British subject's birthright—and although 
the Free State regards it as a useless 
anachronism, the people of some of the 
other Dominions treasure it as a valuable 
safeguard of their imperial liberties. More 
will be heard of this matter before the 
Conference concludes its labours. 


NATIONALITY. 

A problem: that bears to a certain extent 
on this aspect of imperial affairs is ihe 
problem of nationality, which also was dis- 
cussed—and handed over—this afternoon. 
Hitherto an Australian, a Canadian, a South 
African, or a Southern Irishman has been re- 
garded officially as a British subject as well 
as a citizen of his particular Dominion; and 
some of the Domimons «pparently object to 
thig looseness of definition. They want their 
nationals to be Australians, Canadians, or 
Southern Irishmen, and nothing more. 

This matter has an important legal signi- 
ficance, but for ordinary work-a-day pur- 
poses its chief interest lies in the questio! 
oí passports. A Free State citizen travelliny 
abroad has things both ways. He is a Frey 
State citizen, but also a British subject, anc 
that would seem to the uninstructed mind ta 
be the simplest and most satisfactory way o\ 
coping with the problem. If you want to bt 
an Irish patriot, you can wave your green 
passport at the head of a foreign Custom 
official. If you have sense, you will point 
seers to the statement that you are a 
sritish subject. Some travellers of my 
acquaintance have employed both methods, 
according to circumstances, with complete 
success. 

The problem resolves itself into a fairly 
simple question: Is it better to have one 
generic nationality—to wit, British—with 
seven subtitles—United Kingdom, Canadian, 
Austrahan, New Zealand, South African, 
Irish Free State and Newfoundland, with 
an eighth—indian—in the offing, or to get 
rid of the British title altogether and allow 
the Dominion traveller to stand on his own 
feet? Common-sense would seem to suggest 
that the first way is the wiser; but, then, 
imperial conferences do not always follow the 
dictates of common-sense, and we shall have 
to wait and see what the Sankey Committee 
has to say about it. 

In this connection { learnt an interesting 
fact this evening. The Free State is 
the only Dominion which the casual 
traveller enter without a passport of 
any kind. There is no passport control +f 
either Kingstown or the North Wall: and 
let me hastc. to express the hope that. none 
will be instituted. We have managed fairl, 
well without passports during the last eight 
years, and :í @ maintenance of our unique 
position is highly desirable. 

Now that the delegation chiefs have con 
‘cluded their examination of constitutional 
matters and have ‘passed the buck” in 
every case to the Sankey Committee, the lists 
are cleared for Wednesday's fu!l-dress debate 
on economic relations. 

All the delegations are keeping thei 
secrets weil—so far as the Free State deie 
gates are concerned, the fact that there is an 
‘r’’ in the menth is significant—and io 
hint has bees given yet as to the attitude 
which any of them will adopt. Probably Mr 
J. H. Thomas will read a statement on behalf 
of the Un‘.ed Kingdom, and 1 daresay that 
Mr. Snowden’s blue pencil will be busy 
during the wnext forty-eight hours; but 
whether he will announce the British Govern- 
ment’s unalterable allegiance to Cobdenism 
or will throw a fiscal sop to the Dominions 
is unknown. <A few years ago secret 
diplomacy was anathema to a Labour man. 
Now he has out-Heroded Herod, and the 
hardest shell-back Tory conld not be more 
secretive than the Secretary for the 
Dominions. The only persons whom I showld 
back against him in this respect are tie 
members of the Free State delegation.

BOSTON, Monday. 

Describing the Kellogg-Briand Pact and the 
London Naval Agreement as two momentous 
victories on the road to peace, President 
Hoover declared here to-day: ‘‘ The peace of 
our country never stood more assured than 
at this moment.” 

“By the Naval 
addressing the annual convention of the 
American Legion, “we have silenced the 
high dangers of competitive naval building, 
and have sateguarded our defence; by parity 
with the greatest naval Power in the world 
we have assured the maintenance of an 
efficient Navy as the first line of defence; 
by limiting our strength we have given 
demonstration to the world that we seek no 
domination, but only adequate defence. 

“The day-to-day practical preservation of 
peace and goodwill requires that we build up 
and support agencies for the pacific solution 
of controversies; it requires that no one of 
us shall entertain suspicion or ill-will towards 
other people; it requires that every American 
shall realise that the men and women of 
other nations have the same devotion to thei 
flags and are as sensitive to the dignity of 
their country as we.”’ 

He spoke of the eleven years since the war 
as ‘‘a period of challenge to democratic 
institutions; a time when the world has had 
to contend with a greater mood of violence. ' 
He referred to Germany as having been “a 
courageous enemy.” The idea that America 
Is intent on dominating the destinies and 
freedom of other peoples he described as “an 
utter misconception,” “We know,” he con. 
tinued, ‘‘ that there is no financial, traditional 
or military imperialism in the American 
heart. 

“ You,””’ he said, “have insisted that we 
shall safeguard and transmit the principles 
of democracy. We have seen the erection 
of many new democracies since the war. We 
have seen some of them fall by the wayside, 
some to strong men and some to the mob. 
Strange new doctrines are presented to us in 
alluring language. . Self-government is being 
auestioned. We in America have proved it 
the surest lift to the common man; we have 
grown and prospered under it for fifty vears. 
We believe in it.” ; “á

BERLIN, Monday. 

A .uft Hansa passenger aeroplane, 
which left Berlin this morning for 
Vienna, crashed at. Dresden Aerodrome, 
and the pilot, mechame, and six of the 
seven passengers, were killed, 

This is the most. serious aeroplane 
accident which has yet happened in 
Germany. 

The dead include —Herr Pust, the 
pilot; Madame Bresse, of Sofia; Doctor 
Knelt, Herr Knuttel, Herr Foldes, Mr. 
Blackwell, an Englishman from Shang- 
hai, who was flying to Prague, and two 
unidentified victims. 

The name of the surviving passenger 
has not yet been ascertained. 

The crash occurred near the aerodrome 
when the aeroplane, which was ap- 
parently banking sharply to land on the 
aerodrome, suddenly nose-dived to the 
ground. 

The machine was of the Messerschmidt 
type, with accommodation for fifteen 
passengers, but it only had one motor. 
It bore the number D 1930—which adds 
up to thirteen. It was originally in- 
tended to give this number to the giant 
flying boat Dox, which carried 170 
passengers during its trial flight. The 
Commander of the Dox, however, ob- 
jected to such an unlucky number, and 
the Dox was finally registered as D 1929. 
THIS YEAR’S FATAL ACCIDENTS. 

Nore.—This latest crash brings the 
number of accidents to air liners which 
have happened abroad since January this 
year up to six. The list of the five 
previous accidents is as follows :— 

January 19—Air liner crashed and burst 
into flames at Oceanside, California. 
Sixteen: killed. 

Jandary 19—French machine 
in sea during fog near Dieppe. 
killed. 

January 27—Air liner crashed at Fair- 
fax airport. Kansas. Five killed. 

April 18—Colonial Airways machine 
crashed between Albany and New York. 
Four killed. 

August 22—Passe 
near Frredrichsdorf, 
killed. 

Four accidents to air liners have 
occurred in England this year-—-namely : 

February 10—French machine crashed 
at Marden, Kent. Two killed, four 
injured, 

April 7—German 
machine crashed near Limpsfield. 
killed. 

July 22—German all-metal 
from Le Touquet crashed at Meopham, 
Kent.

There ate only two consecrated pieces 
of ground which meet the requirements of 
the suggestion that all those who died in 
the disaster shall have a common resting- 
place at or near Cardington. One is the 
pretty little cemetery in the village of 
Cardington~and the other is the hillside 
borough ‘cemetery at Bedford. Several 
members of the crew of the R 101 resided 
at Bedford. The little cemetery at 
Cardington lies near to one side of the 
great landing ground, and the tall grey 
sheds look down upon it. It was opened 
about twenty years ago when the village 
churthyard became full and stands on 
the opposite side of the road from the 
church. In this church during last week 
prayers were said daily for the suceess of 
the R101’s flight and for the safety of her 
crew. Bedford Cemetery stands 24 miles 
from the sheds. It is spacious enough to 
accommodate the graves and an imposing 
memorial. It alreadv holds two othe» 
special burial places with their memorials 
—aoane to the men of the Ist Highland 
Division who died in 
measles in Bedford in 1914, and one to 
German prisoners of war who died 
influenza in Bedfordshire in 1918. 

If neither of these burial grounds is 
found aeceptable and a special piece of 
ground is to be consecrated, there is a 
large triangle of grass at the entrance to 
Cardington village, where stands jan old 
From this spot the sheds 
and the are visible a mile or so 
away. 

The stricken hamlet of Shortstown 
stands on the top of Tinker’s Hill, named 
after John Bunyan, who was born in 
Harrowden, the adjoining hamlet.

NEW YORK COTTON,

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R 101'S LUXURIOUS 
ACCOMMODATION. 


R 101 was the largest airship in th 
world, having a gas capacity of approxi- 
mately five and a half million cubic feet, 
She was built at the Royal Airship Works, 
Cardington, Bedford, and launched in 
October. 1929. The cost of the ship was 
over one million pounds, but this figure 
would be greatly exceeded by the provision 
of masts and sheds which have 
erected in various parts of the world. 

The ship was designed by Lieutenant 
Colonel V. C. Richmond, Assistant 
Director of Airship Development (Tech 
nical), who perished with her. When the 
airship had completed her trials several 
modifications were found to be necessaiy. 
and an extra section was embodied in thie 
ship. This increased her length ty 45 
feet. making a total of 777 feet, which is 
almost as big as the Mauretania. S| 
was 132 feet in diameter and stood 140 fer: 
high, with a gross lift of 155 tons. 

Rr 101 had the most spacious passence 
accommodation of any airship ever built. 
There was a large lounge stretching across 
the hull, with a raised promenade at 
either end. She had a separate dining 
room, with seats for fifty persons, ai! 
also a fireproof smokeroom. This is a 
feature which had not been installed in 
any other airship, and was only mace 
possible by the use of heavy fuel oil fo 
the engines. ' 

The passenger cabins were exceptional! 
roomy, and all cooking and heating was 
done by electricity. : 

When the R 100 went to Canada t! 
experiment of collecting rainwater from 
the envelope proved so successful that this 
feature was incorporated im the K 101 in 
order to supplement the water ballast. 

The sixteen gas bags were made from 
the intestines of oxen. As Sir Dennistoun 
Burney has pointed out, the gas bags con 
stitute a somewhat unpractical element in 
airships to-day. They are made of cotton 
fabric, coated with goldbeaters’ skins, the 
latter being the actual membrane skin 
of the intestines of the ox. Very nearly a 
million skins were required for the vessel, 
and the gas bags alone cost about £50,000. 

High tensile stainless steel was used tor 
the frame of the ship, and her joints wer 
of duralumin, To protect the large steel 
surfaces from corrosion they were sand 
blasted and covered with grey lacquer. All 
the other steel parts were zine plated. 

The captain’s contro] room was on the 
deck, and beneath this a contro! 
tower hung outside the hull, with a 
separate wireless cabin next door. A 
small cockpit was fitted near the bow for 
the use of the navigator when taking 
sights, and a series of ladders and stair- 
cases crossed and re-crossed the whole of 
the intertor of the vessel, so that the crew 
could reach all parts for inspection 
purposes and also have access to the outer 
cover. 

Four days’ rations were being carried for 
the flight from Cardington to Ismailia, and 
arrangements had been made to collect a 
similar amount of provisions for the rest of 
the journey to Karachi. There were two 
lays’ ordinary rations, one days reserve 
vation and one day s emergency ration. The 
total amount of food carried was about 
837lb., together with 500 gallons of water 
for drinking and washing. 

Each officer and passenger was allowed 
S0lb. of luggage, and the crew 151ib. each 
The airship normally flew with a two-watch 
crew, but on the outward journey a watch 
of three was being used. 

The airship incorporated many new 
features, and the Air Ministry experts 
were fully aware that many of them were 
entirely experimental. Until they had 
heen tested in actual performance every 
effort had been made to subordinate 
““recorás — to safety. 

It was believed that. as the result of 
the trials already completed, in any future 
airship the structure weight could be re- 
duced by several tons. 

The ship had five fuel oil Diesel engines, 
two of which were available for running 
astern. Using four engines on her trials

the R 101 obtained a top speed of 70 m.p.h., 


with a cruising speed of about 63 m.p.h. 
The fifth engine was being used on the 
disastrous flight, and it is expected that 
she would have reached a speed of 75 
m.p.h. The ship carried 28 tons of oi! 
fuel. This gives about 25 per cent. to 30 
per cent. greater range than does the same 
weight of petrol, while the cost is about 
£5 a ton, as against £25 a ton of petrol.

FA Se BALLINASLOE, Monday. 
Excellent weight-carriers, promising youn 

horses likely to make hunters, some usefu 
cattle and a remarkably good display of farm 
produce were features of the ninetieth Show 
of the Ballinasloe District Agricultural 
Society, which opened here to-day, 

The hunters, which included the champion 
at several leading shows throughout the 
country, were regarded with much interest by 
spectators. 

The exhibit of agricultural produce afforded 
a striking indication of the fact that in this 
part of the country farmers have not been 
put out of action by adverse weather condi- 
tions. The only crop which has suffer 
badly in consequence of the rain is hay. By 
taking advantage of every 2m spell, grain 
crops here have been well saved. White roots 
have done well, Potatoes have been damaged 
in some places owing to the no"; vat 
there has been very little loss from blacken- 
ing, except in the case of Champions, which 
probably represent about one-third of the 
total potato crop. 

NEW FEATURES. 

A comprehensive educational exhibit, ar- 
ranged hy the Galway County Committee of 
Agriculture, attracted considerable attention. 
In this connection there was an entirely new 
feature—namely, a display by the Ballinasloe 
Technical Instruction Committee, of work 
done by students attending the technical 
classes. Another feature that drew the atten- 
tion of visitors was the butter-making demon- 
stration. 

The agricultural side of the show concluded 
this evening. To-morrow thete will be a dog 
show and horse jumping competitions. Taking 
the programme for both days, there is a total 
entry of 1,600, which represents an advance 
of 100 on last year. is is spréad over the 
sections for cattle, sheep, pigs, farm produce 
and home industries, 

The weather to-day was cold and bright, 
though rain fell heavily at intervals. This, 
however. did not interfere with the attend- 
ance, which was large. The judges got 
through their work expeditiously, and the 
secretarial arrangements made by Mr. M, D. 
O'Carroll were highly satisfactory.

“CRUELLY PENALISED.” 

“I read with interest in the week-end 
papers that on Friday another palatial school 
was opened in Belfast, making eight such 
schools opened in Belfast in recent years. 
Those eight schools cost nearly a quarter of 
a million pounds, and in the rates you paid 
your share towards their cost. I know you 
would not grudge that. You would be glad 
to have the children of your neighbours well 
catered for in fine schools where there is an 
abundance of room and fresh air and light, 
where there is every provision for health and 
comfort, if only you could secure the same 
happy conditions for your own children. But 
the fact is that, while these eight schools cost- 
ing nearly a quarter of a million, have been 
gong up, not more than one Catholic school 
has been built in Belfast. 

"I believe | am correct in saying that only 
one Catholic elementary school has been built 
in this city since the Northern Government 
was set up. I often wonder how the mem- 
bers of the (Covernment and your City 
Fathers, who protess such interest in the 
welfare and happiness of school children, can 
fail to be diseatisfied with the condition of 
things, in which a large perceniage of the 
innocent children of this city are heavily and 
cruelly penalized. I suppose we shall be told 
that you ought to build schools vour- 
selves: but how on earth can vou’ Until 
this yeaf. unless you abandoned the mana- 
cerial System, you iad to find the total cost. 
and, even now, after the Amending Act of 
this year, vow have to find half the cost.

Ferhaps, October will surprise us with a 
summer sample, If so, don’t be in a 
hurry to shut up the birds in their winter 
quarters. Everything might be prepared. 
and they might sleep in their winter 
houses, whilst letting them out during 
the day. If there are woods, with acorns 
falling, turkeys and ducks may be allowed 
the run of them. They are fond oí 
acorns, and they are good for them, but 
pullets or hens that are laying should 
not be allowed to eat them, as they make 
the volks of the eggs black. Don’t shnt 
pullets that have had an outdoor life into 
closed-up houses suddenly. The doors 
and windows should be open, and as 
much air as possible given to them for
